The Avenue’s Annual Fashion Show 


HE coming of Spring on Fifth Avenue, besides the 

return of gayer colors which appear in the hats and 

dresses worn by the Fashion of the town, means the 
annual revival of one of the traditional pageants of the 
richest street of the city. The Easter Parade, an institu- 
tion as fixed in its customs as the New Year’s calls of the 
Dutch days, whatever the weather may be, crowds the 
Avenue with people who come to see and be seen in the 
brave finery of their Spring clothes. 


The Easter Parade, which begins as soon as the church 
services of the Upper Avenue are over, takes the place in 
the life of New York that Longchamps holds in the 
Parisienne’s year. At the French race courses the great 
dressmaking establishments of the Capital parade their 
mannequins in their latest creations, and all the world 
comes to see what are the dictates of the arbiters of fashion. 


But in Amerita, where the race courses are too far 
away from the Metropolis to give them quite the same 
character of fashion shows as the European meets, the 
Easter Parade of Fifth Avenue holds supreme placé. For 
not all the beautiful ladies who walk slowly up and down 
the sidewalks cf the Fifties on Easter Sunday morning, in 
furs and costly dresses, are daughters of the rich and 
famous. Some of them are there to show the latest designs 
of the establishments of that “Little Paris” of dressmakers 
which has grown up just south of the Park, east and west 
of the Avenue, within the last few years. 


The Easter Parade cf today has progressed uptown 
with the trend of the city. The walks along the water- 
front at the Battery, the fashionable “‘parade”’ of a century 
ago, iS its direct ancestor. 


With the passing of hansom cabs and stoops on the 
houses of the Avenue, the Easter Parade lost its ‘gallery 
seats,”’ which may be seen in pictures taken as recently as 
ten years ago. In those days, before the coming of motors, 
not all the crowds were on the sidewalks; some of them 
took up their position on the doorsteps of the hovses of the 
Avenue, and there waited till the show was ove 


Nothing but a blizzard and driving snow stops the 
Easter Parade; a rainstorm may dim its brilliance, but 
does not call off the show. In 1915 a belated snowstorm 
left the Avenue inches deep in snow banks on Easter Day. 
but the sun came out, and the parade went on “‘as usual,”’ 
with the scenes set for a Mid-winter pageant. Whatever 
the weather may say, the event which ofticially sets the 
full tide of Spring in New York is the Easter Parade, 
snow, hail, or tempest to the contrary.
